Why a Decline to State ?— 

There are a number of voters 
registering ‘‘decline to state”. 
Possibly some may register in this 
way under the impression that 
they are thereby more non-par- 
tisan and may vote more freely 
for the particular candidates of 
their choice. A moment's thought 
will show that this is not the case, 
In final elections each voter is free 
to mark his ballot as he may 
wish; whereas in the primaries 
the person registered “decline to 
state” has ‘completely thrown 
away his vote and has no voice 
in the selection of properly qual- 
ified candidates to appear on the 
ballot, certainly one of the most 
important duties of the electorate.. 


Again, it-may be that some in- |’ 


dividuals ‘may prefer to keep their 
party allegiance from the knowl- 
edge of ‘a domineering employer, 
or to keep from public knowledge 
the fact that he is a supporter of 
one of ‘the minority parties.

And stil quoting: “During the 
Red River campaign of the Civil 
War, Natchitoches, together with 
Alexandria, Grand Ecore, Pleas- 
ant Hill and Mansfield, opposed | 

| Banks army in its unsuccessful 
march against Shereveport. Col- 
| lectively these wars have left to 
| the town a rich heritage of deeds 
of valor, patriotic sacrifices and 
tragic love affairs . . . From the 
frontier trade standpoint, Nat- 
chitoches exceeded the expecta- 
tions of St. Denis and Crozat. 
Pack trains, some of them having 
as many as 400 mules and horses, 
came from the vicinities of Na- 
cogdoches and San Antonio, 
Texas, and even from distant 
Mexico City. They brought bars 
of silver from the Mexican mines, 
dried buffalo tongues, skins, etc. 
They took back silks, woolen and 
cotton goods, groceries, spirits 
and tobacco—most of which had 
come by water all the way from 
France to Natchitoches. Some- 
times the horses and mules them- 
selves were bought for a pittance 
ty the French traders and sold 
at handsome profit in ~ Havana, 
Cuba.” . . .
